Construction Train On 
Local Siding With 
Crew Of Men 


NEWS AGENCY TO 
GET NEW CIRCUIT 


Believed the Automatic 
Printer To Be Used 
On New Wire 


' A construction train of the West­ 
ern Union Telegraph company is on 
a siding here, while a large crew of 
men is engaged in the task of string­ 
ing an entirely new line from here to 
Sheffield, and from Corinth, Misa., to 
Memphis, Tenn. - 
The new line will be used by the 
Associated Press, the world’s greatest 
news-gathering agency, local officials 
of the Western Union explained. 
The line is being greeted on the 
present poles of the company, along 
the right-of-way of the Southern rail­ 
way and it was 
today that 
a total of 189 miles of new line will be 
strung. Twenty or more men are on 
the job here. 
The train, which carries complete 
equipment for the men as well as ma­ 
terial for the work, is switched on a 
siding near the water tank on the 
Southern tracks, in the western sec­ 
tion of Decatur. Motor cars are used 
to take the men directly to the scene 
of work. 
Later the train will be 
moved westward, toward Sheffield. 
The line, when finished, will be en­ 
tirely new from here to Sheffield. 
An idle wire will be used from Shef­ 
field to Corinth and a new wire strung 
from there to Memphis. 
focal officials of the Western Un­ 
ion stated they did not know what the 
plans of the Associated Press for 
utilization of the line are, but it was 
thought likely that the wire will be 
used for the new automatic printer, 
to be installed soon on the Southern 
"A. P.” circuit 
The automatic printer is used en­ 
tirely for receiving purposes 
and 
eliminates the necessity for an oper­ 
ator, the news being received over the , 
wire and automatically typewritten, 
just as it comes from the wire. 
The Associated Press, sometime 
ago, agreed to use one of its two 
trunk wires in the South with the 
automatic printer, keeping operators 
on the second wire, in order that they 
might send, as well as receive.

This year’s steel tonnage total will 
exceed the figures for other yeara by 
a su b s ta n tia l margin, it is the opinion 
here. 
With the opening of the new 
open hearth furnace at Fairfield in­ 
dications are that the greatest volume 
of steel production in the history of 
the district will be attained. It is re­ 
ported that the Ensley plant and other 
mills are ahead of their schedules. 
Pig iron production maintains a 
steady pace with prices still holding 
at tha new level, $19 for immediate 
delivery and $19.50 for future deliv- 
ery.

$250,000. 
The Gadsden Clay Products com-1 
pany is erecting a face brick plant of 
large capacity, representing an outlay 
of $100,000. 
The Walworth Alabama company, 
which recently took over tht National 
Pipe and Foundry company at Atalla, 
has broken ground for what is expect­ 
ed to be the first of a series of build­
